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Spring  1992  Council  Meeting  Topic  Announced 

The  spring  meeting  of  the  Depository  Library  Council  will  be  held  on  April  27  and 
28,  1992,  in  Washington,  DC.  The  Council  will  focus  primarily  on  the  subject  of  the 
Government  Printing  office  and  its  electronic  future.

In  September  1991,  the  Library  Programs  Service  (LPS)  distributed  a  five-part  set 
entitled  Port  Needs  Study  (Vessel  Traffic  Services  Benefits).  In  its  January  30,  1992 
letter  to  the  Government  Printing  Office,  the  Department  of  Transportation  stated  that 
"it  is  critical  that  all  volumes  of  the  Port  Needs  Study  (Vessel  Traffic  Services  Benefits) 
not  be  released  to  the  public." 

"The  study  is  presently  under  final  review  by  the  Secretary  of  Transportation  and  the 
Commandant  of  the  Coast  Guard.  Until  the  document  has  been  formally  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  Transportation,  the  Coast  Guard  has  requested  that  the  study  not  be 
distributed  or  made  available  to  the  public". 

For  this  reason,  I  am  requesting  that  you  immediately  remove  these  publications  from 
your  shelves  and  place  them  temporarily  on  hold  in  your  office.  Once  the  issuing  agency 
removes  its  embargo  on  use,  I  will  notify  you  by  letter  to  release  the  documents  for 
public  use  and  circulation.

Requesting  GPO  or  LPS  Speakers 

These  guidelines  are  intended  to  assist  professional  library  groups  in  requesting 
Government  Printing  Office  (GPO)  or  Library  Programs  Service  (LPS)  participation  in 
their  activities.  These  guidelines  should  also  assist  GPO  in  responding  to  speaking 
requests  and  ensuring  that  the  appropriate  GPO  representative  has  been  identified  for 
the  topic  and  audience. 

1.  Written  invitations  for  Library  Programs  Service  (LPS)  speakers  or  questions 
concerning  potential  LPS  speakers  or  topics  should  be  addressed  to: 

Chief,  Depository  Services 
U.S.  Government  Printing  Office 
Library  Programs  Service  (SLLD) 
Washington,  DC  20401 

Invitations  for  the  Public  Printer  or  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  should  be 
addressed  to  their  attention. 

2.  Whenever  possible,  written  invitations  to  address  library  meetings  should  be 
received  at  GPO  at  least  three  months  in  advance  of  the  meeting  date.  GPO  will 
respond  in  writing  to  such  invitations  within  two  weeks.  If  GPO  is  able  to 
accommodate  the  request,  GPO  will  work  with  meeting  planners  to  ensure  that 
arrangements  for  the  designated  GPO  representative  are  made  as  far  in  advance 
of  the  meeting  date  as  possible. 

3.  Invitations  should  identify  the  suggested  GPO  speaker  and/or  topic,  size  and 
composition  of  the  audience,  and  the  time,  venue,  as  well  as  type  and  length  of 
the  presentation. 

4.  Whenever  possible,  speaking  engagements  will  be  combined  with  official  business 
travel,  such  as  other  presentations,  depository  inspections,  etc.  For  this  reason, 
the  more  "generic"  GPO  workshops  will  be  conducted  by  the  Library  Inspectors  in 
conjunction  with  inspection  visits. 

5.  Topics  should  be  within  the  scope  of  the  Federal  Depository  Library  Program  or 
the  operations  of  the  Government  Printing  Office. 

6.  Priority  will  be  given  to  presentations  before  larger  audiences,  or  to  events  which 
may  be  combined  with  other  official  travel. 

7.  As  a  general  rule,  acceptance  of  travel  expenses  from  a  private  organization  which 
GPO  either  regulates  or  which  is  substantially  affected  by  GPO  is  a  violation  of 
GPO  regulations,  and  therefore  is  not  allowed.

On  December  9,  1991,  GPO  began  to  provide  permanent  map  availability  records  by 
creating  a  separate  cataloging  record,  with  its  own  unique  OCLC  control  number,  for 
each  quadrangle.  These  cataloging  records  appear  in  the  March  1992  issue  of  the 
Monthly  Catalog.  Cataloging  for  individual  quadrangles  changed  to  bibliographic 
identification  of  each  quadrangle,  on  the  piece  level. 

GPO  will  no  longer  use  the  existing  collective  set  records  for  maps  as  the  basis  for 
the  creation  of  map  availability  records.  This  change  in  practice  was  announced  in 
Administrative  Notes,  v.  12,  #20  (Sept.  15,  1991). 

The  use  of  a  unique  OCLC  control  number  for  each  availability  record  will  also 
enable  the  Library  of  Congress  Cataloging  Distribution  Service  to  distribute  all  of  the 
map  availability  records  to  GPO  Cataloging  Tape  users.  The  permanent  availability 
records  will  also  be  included  on  the  OCLC  database. 

Users  will  be  able  to  identify  map  availability  records  through  the  949  MARC  field. 
GPO  codes  the  949  field  as  "AVR"  to  identify  the  records. 

As  promised  in  Administrative  Notes  (v.  12,  #20)  GPO  provided  a  one-time 
dissemination  of  the  collective  set  records  for  the  benefit  of  GPO  Cataloging  Tape  users 
who  prefer  not  to  select  the  map  availability  records.  These  records  appeared  in  the 
January  1992  GPO  Cataloging  Tape.

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Electronic  Government  Information  Workshops: 
Regional  Outreach  in  New  Mexico

In  April  of  1991,  during  the  New  Mexico  Library  Association's  Government 
Documents  Roundtable  meeting,  a  discussion  was  held  regarding  the  use  and 
implementation  of  electronic  products  and  software  distributed  by  GPO.  It  became 
evident  that  many  of  the  depositories  were  in  need  of  instruction  and  basic  procedures 
for  loading  and  using  the  CD-ROM  products.  The  University  of  New  Mexico 
Government  Publications  Department,  a  Regional  Depository  for  New  Mexico, 
volunteered  to  provide  several  one-day  workshops  which  would  include  a  hands-on 
program  format  for  the  selective  depositories  in  New  Mexico. 

Co-presenter,  Clark  McLean  and  I  prepared  the  program  to  include  approximately 
one  half-hour  of  software  instruction  and  another  half-hour  for  hands-on  opportunity  for 
each  CD-ROM  or  online  product.  Our  software  instruction  was  aided  with  the  use  of  an 
overhead  computer  projection  panel  which  enabled  everyone  in  the  audience  to  see  the 
computer  screen  during  the  lecture.  Two  micro-computers  were  then  used  for  the  hands- 
on  demonstration,  providing  each  individual  with  an  opportunity  to  use  the  software  and 
become  familiar  with  the  varied  commands.  Detailed  handouts  and  computer  "tip"  sheets 
were  prepared  for  distribution  to  aid  librarians  and  to  serve  as  references  once  they 
returned  to  their  own  libraries. 

The  site  of  our  first  workshop  was  Las  Cruces,  NM  and  was  hosted  by  New  Mexico 
State  University  on  August  2,  1991.  The  program  schedule  consisted  of  CD-ROM 
instruction  for  Public  Law  94-171,  County  Business  Patterns,  National  Trade  Data  Bank, 
GPO  on  SilverPlatter,  the  Economic  Census,  and  the  Toxic  Chemical  Release  Inventory. 
Online  instruction  was  also  presented  on  the  Commerce  Department's  Economic  Bulletin 
Board  and  the  Federal  Depository  Library  Program  Bulletin  Board  System  with  special 
emphasis  placed  on  Project  Hermes  or  the  Supreme  Court  decisions.  Representatives 
from  NMSU,  Eastern  New  Mexico  University,  Western  New  Mexico  University,  the 
University  of  Texas  at  El  Paso  and  El  Paso  Public  Library  were  in  attendance. 

Our  second  one-day  workshop  was  held  for  the  New  Mexico  State  library  in  Santa 
Fe  on  November  7,  1991,  and  had  the  same  program  schedule  with  the  addition  of  the 
newly  received  Census  Summary  Tape  File  1A  on  CD-ROM.  The  presentations  on  the 
Census  data  CD-ROM's  included  instruction  for  both  GO  and  Extract  software  which 
helped  to  demonstrate  the  varied  ways  to  extract  and  compile  the  Census  information. 
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Our  third  one-day  workshop  was  hosted  by  New  Mexico  Highlands  University  in  Las 
Vegas,  NM  on  January  14,  1992.  We  customized  the  program  to  include  the  CD-ROMs 
which  they,  as  a  selective  depository,  received.  We  included  Census  Data,  PL  94-171  and 
STF  1A,  County  Business  Patterns,  County  and  City  Data  Book,  and  the  National  Trade 
Data  Bank  on  CD-ROM. 

In  summary,  we  were  able  to  reach  over  fifty-five  individuals  interested  in  electronic 
government  information  and  eight  out  of  ten  Federal  depositories  in  New  Mexico.  The 
response  to  the  workshops  has  been  very  positive  with  requests  to  continue  with  follow 
up  workshops  in  the  future.  If  anyone  would  like  more  information  regarding  the 
Electronic  Government  Information  workshop,  including  copies  of  workshop  materials  or 
program  schedule,  please  use  the  address  listed  below.
